‘Bnough. : 


The Course Not Covered in the Time 


Specified—The Genesta Fairly 
Outrun. 


The Sail-Of to Take Place Today—Sichts 
and Scenes Attendant Upon Yester- 
day's Attempt. 


New York, Sept. 7.—|Spootal.}—The yachts 
Puritan and Genesta started in the interna- 
tional race off Sandy Hook this afternoon, the 
former getting off at 1:35 p. m. and the latter 
at 1:36:10. The wind was licht, from the 
southeast. At 2:20 the contestants were stand- 
ing to the eastward, near the lichtship the 
Puritan to the windward and about half a mile 
ahead. At4:4 both yachts were standing east- 
southeast, the Puritan a mile to the wind- 
ward; at 4:53 they were in the same relative 
position, the Puritan gaining all the time and 
being two miles to the windward. At this time 
about fifteen miles had been run. At 5:)7 the 
yachts were standing east, the Puntan about 
the same distance to windward, and at 5:14 
had gone about. The Puritan at this time was 
five minutes and a half ahead, a gain of one 
minute on the port tack. 
about on the port at 5:40, and at 5:48 their po- 
sitions were about the same, nor was there 
any material change at 7:15, when theirivals 
were reported as standing on a starboard tack 
to the south. At that hour the wind was light, 
southeast, and air hazy, and it was evident the 
race could not be finished. At 9:40, five min- 
utes after the time the race should have been 
completed, the yachts not having come in, the 
race was declared postponed until tomorrow. 

DETAIIS OF THE EVENT. 

It wus clearly shown today that the English 
cutter Genesta has no business with the Yan- 
kee sloop Puritan in still weather. Whether 
the Genesta’s boasted advantage in heavy winds 
and rough seas will enable ber to triumph over 
tne Puritan yet remaips to be seen. The Lan- 
kee boat had her own way in the race today, 
and her admirers are tonight bemoaning the 
fact that she was not able to make the course 
in seven hours and thereby secure an official 
victory. So light was the breeze that neither boat 
dia much more than sail over one-half of the 
course within the stipulated seven hours’ time. 
It was far from being such a day as the yachts- 
men desired. At 9 o'clock a. m. the wind was 
light from the east, and there was hardly 
enough of that to fill a sail. Old sailors pre- 
dicted that it would freshen, however, although 
the sea was as smooth as a mirror. The yachts, 
both sailing and steam, began to beat out from 
the Horseshoe. The Puritan and the Genesta 
were towed to the starting point by steam-tugs. 
Ten o'clock came, and then 11, and 
there was scarcely a perceptible change in 
the breeze, and the air was stirring

The racing yacht lay motionless in the still 
waters until after 1 o'clock. At 12:30 the 
judges seriously debated a proposition to de- 
clare the race off. Soon after 1. however, the 
air began to stir and the wind grew slightly in 
volume. Several of the yachts began to show 
the change by moving more quickly about, and 
a perceptible excitement was caused among 
the crowds of spectators on every boat. Upon 
the Luckenbach, the judges’ boat, the activity 
was partioulariy noticeable. ‘* They will start!“ 
was the cry among those who noticed the prep- 
arations among the directors of the race. A long 
shrill blast from the Luckenbach’s whistle was 
heard.

Later im the day, how- 
ever, and especially toward sunset, the 
exceilence of {the loose-footed mainsail was 
strikingly brought out. As soon as the Genes- 
ta’s mainsail became affected by the dampness 
in the atmosphere, caused by the approach of 
night, it began to shake in the leech, and the 
shaking increased as the sun went down. At 
times it was so violent as almost to give the 
impression that the yacht was being pinched.

TRANSFER OF THE CUP. | 
The owners of the America kept the cup 
until July 8, 1857, when they conditionally of- 
fered it to the New York Yacht Club, with the 
view of making it a perpetual challenge cup. 
The conditions were that any vrwanized yacht 
club of any toreign country, through any one 
or more of its members, should always be en- 
titled to claim the right of satiing a match for 
the cup with any yacht of not less than thirty 
or more than 300 tons. The parties desiring to 
sn for the cup miaht makg any match witb 
the yacht club in possession of the cup that 
might be determined upon by mutual consent, 
In case of a disagreement as to terms, the match 
should be sailed over the usual course of the 
yacht club holding the cup, and subject to its 
rules and sailing regulations, the challenging 
y being bound to give six months’ notice

Bieven years after tne transfer of the cup to 
the New York Tacht Club Mr. James Asbbury 
of the English schooner Cambria wrote to the

Mr. Ashbury two years to thorougbly under 
stand that he bad to comply with the cond - 
tions uf the deed of gift if he wanted to race 
ior the cup. The Cambria came across, the 
ocean in a race with James Gordon Bennett's 
keel schooner Dauntiess, and beat her by two 
bours; mam the passage in twenty-three 
days seven hours. 
DEFEAT OF THE CAMBRIA. 

The first attempt to recapture the America’s 
Cup was made Aug. 8. 1870, and was witnessed 
by a big part ot the city’s population, which 
turned out on everything that couid float. The 
Cambria conténded against a whole fleet, as the 
America bad dove in England. They were the 
keel schconers Rambler, Dauntless, Fieetwing, 
Taroiinta, and Alarm and the centredoards 
Phantom, Madgie, Silvie, Tidai Wave, Made- 
leite, Idler, Magic, Palmer, Alice, Halcyon, and 
Calypso. The old Amerioa was also a contest- 
ant. Sue had been sold to an Eneclishman, who 
used her as a yacht. At the breaking out of the 
War she was bought and used as a biockade 
runner. To avoid capture she bad been sunk 
in the St. John’s River, Florida. She was raised 
by the Government at the close of the War and 
sent to Annapolis to be used at the training 
school for cadets. Popular sentiment caused 
the Navy Department to bave ber refitted ana 
entered for the race.

CONNECTED’ WITH 
CUP. 

The expense attending the protection of the 
cup under the old deed of gift caused the club 
to return it to ite donor, Mr. George R. Schuy- 
ler, Dec. 15, 1882. It was reaccepted by the 
club Feb. 2 under the followihg conditions: 

Any organized yacht club ofa foreign country, 
incorporated, patented, or hcensed by the Legis- 
latare, admurality, or other execative department, 
having for ite annual regatta an ocean water- 
course on the sea or on an arm of the sea (or one 
which combines both), practicabdie for vessels of 
300 tons, shall always de entitled. through one or 
more of its members, to the right of sailing a 
match for thie‘cup with a yacht or other vesse! 
propelied by sails only. and constructed in the 
country to which the challenging club belongs. 
against any one yacht or vessel as aforesaid con- 
structed in the country of the club holding the 
cup. 

The yacht or vessel to be of not less than thirty 
nor more than 800 tons, measured by the custom- 
bouse rule in use by the country of the chaileng- 


ing party. 

The challenging party shali give six months’ no- 
tice in writing, naming the day for the proposed 
race, which day shail not be less than en 
mouths from the date of the notice. 

Tne parties intending to sai) for the cup may, by 
mutual consent, make any arrangement satis- 
tory to both as to the date, course, time allow- 
ance, number of trials, ruies and sailing regula- 
ons, and any and all other conditions of the 
match. in which case also the six months’ notice 
may be waived. 

In case the parties cannot mutualiy agree upon 
the terms of a match, then the challenging party 
shall have the right to contest for the cup in one 
trial. sailed over the usunti course of the annual

Accompanying the six months’ notice there must 
be a custom-house certificate of the measurement 
and a statement of the dimensions, rig, and name 
of the vessel.

| BUILDING VESSELS TO MEET THE GENESTA,. 


The of the cup, realizing that there 
would be little chance of any of our smaller 
sloops worsting the big long-masied Euglish 
cutter, set about wetiimg designs for something 
new and immense in the “skimmuing-dish " 
line. They called for models, and got a great 
many more than they wanted. The flag officers 
of the oiub, Hevea James Gordon Benneit and 
William P. ug as, gave Designer A. Cary 
Smith an order for a centreboard iron sloop of 
about the -jength as the Genesta. She 
was built by Harlan & Hollingsworth at Wil- 
mington, Dell., and rigged in this city, after 
having been christened the Priscilia. A dozen 
bers of the Eastern Yacht Club 
letermined to bu ld a keel and 
oop with which to meet the Eu- 
giishman. Mr. Edward Burgess, herétofore 
known principally as a modeler of smaller 
boats, was seleoted as the designer of the new 
vucht. One of Mr. Burgess’ most popular pre- 
vious successes was a keel catboat that beat 
everything in Boston harbor. The result of 
Mr. Burgess’ 3. study of models was 
the Puritan. She was launched from George 
Lawiey’s shipyard, City Point, Boston, May 26, 
without ceremony, ber oniy decoration bemg 
two American flags 

She sailed her maiden race in the regatta of 
the Eastern Yacht Club June 30 twice over 
a trianguiar course, a distance of thirty miles, 
starting off Marblehead Rock. She beat every- 
thing entered, including the schooners For- 
tuna, Gitana, the oid America, Mohican, Phau- 
tom, Fearless, Adrienne, Meta, Hebecoa, the 
sloop Thetis, and the cutters lleen and Huron. 
She defeated the lieen, which captured the 
second prise in oer class, by 28 minutes 46 
seconds actual time, aad the original winver 
of what is now called the America’s Cup by 54 
minutes 53 seconds. In her second race, over 
a tmangular course of forty-five miies in a 
fierce wind and through nasty, lumpy seas, off 
Newport, for the Goe.et Cup, she beat the Pris- 
cilla by 10 minutes 16 seconds. 

In the first of the trial raves at this port, which 
was Over a course twenty miles to sea and back, 
througb tail seas and in a brisk southerly 
breeze, Aug. 21, the Puritan beat the Pris 
cilla 11 miuutes and 12 seconds, making the 
best time ever recorded over tha! course. In 
the second trial race, which occurred the tol- 
lowing day over the triangular outside course, 
the Puritan was beaten by the Priscilla, owing 
to light winds anda fortunate siant, by 6 
minutes 28 seconds. The Puritan was, victori- 
ous im the third race, over the regular club 
course, Coming within twenty seconds of the 
best time on record over it. She beat the Pris- 
cilla by forty-one seconds actual time, and 
one minute fifty-two secunds corrected time.

The Genesta was built by Henderson Bros. at 
Partick-on- de, and launched ju May a 
ear ago. e is of the regulation British rig, 
ust like 4,000 other pleasure. craft that sail in 
Britisd waters, and has steel frames and elm 
and teak planking. She was designed by J. 
Beavor-Webb for Sir Richard Sutton. Her 
maiden race was at the regatta of the New 
isames Yacht Club May 31, 1884, in a fresh 
breeze, from Southend to Harwich, a distance 
of fiity miles. The Genestu captured the first 
prize, beating the next yacht in, the Vanduara, 
by 2 minutes 55 seconds. She also won her sec- 
ond race, over a fifty-mile course, at Harwich, 
June 2, 1884, coming in at the van of the fleet. 
She beat the Miranda, the fastest schooner in 
British waters, by over two minutes. The 
course was from Harwich to Southend, and 
there was a fresh easterly wind and a lumpy 
sea. Out of the thirty-four races in which she 
sailed last year she won seven; three as re- 
cerded above., one by a walkover,“ one in a 
light and variable breeze, and two in strong 
breezes. She capped her successful career in 
England by sailing bere in twenty-four days, 
under jury rig, with a mast ana bowesprit two- 
thirds the length of her racing spars. She left 
Queenstown June 22 and arrived at Sandy Hook 
July 16, after a lucky voy» age.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 7.—[Special.]—The 
Secretary of the State Board of Health is send- 
ing out to all sehool officers circulars calling 
their attention to tne law emnowering the State 
Board of Health to formulate and eniorce 
rules necessary to preserve the public health, 
and to the rules adopted by the board relative 
to the vaccination of school-children beiore eu- 
terihg the pubiic schools as a preventive of 
the spread of smali-pox. Follow ina is @ copy 
ot the letter accompanying the ¢irculars: 

Your attention is respectfully called to inclosed 
circular. It will be observed that it is the same us 
that distributed a year ago. ‘he present time of 
the year is a good one to vaccinate, and it is im- 
portant that all vaccinations should be performed as 
soon as possibie. This will be appreciated when 
itis borne in mind that smali-pux is unusually 
prevaient in especialiy at Montreal, and 
that the disease may make its appearance at any 
time and place; also that there are now about 385, - 
000 children in the State who have never been 
vaccinated. 

Vaccination certificates and returns will de far- 
nished upon appiication to this office; also postage 
incident to the work. 

The circular cites the decisions of the Attor- 
ney-Genera!, in which be says that it necessary 
toenforce the rules of the board on ‘this sub- 
ject children may be exciuded from school, 
and as a defensive argument relates that the 
smali-pox reports made to the State Board of 
Health for the years 1880 to 1883 show that of 
the school-children unvaccinated the deatu- rate 
was 48 to 100, and of those vaccinated it 
was in the proportion of nine-tenths of 1 per 


cent of those attacked. 


SMALL- POX. 

Cowrcorp, N. H., Sept. 1,—[{Special.}—

New Beprorpb, Mass., Sept. 7.—The Board 
of Health will quarantine all vessels from the 
British provinoes on account of the smali-pox 
in Canada. 

MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 7.—Twelve deaths of 
small-pox ocourred here Saturday and four- 
teen Sunday. 


ä CHOLERA SC ARIS. 

W ASGHINGTONR, D. C., Sept. 7.— Consul Lathrop, 
at Bristol, Eng., has made a repart to the Seo 
retary of State upon the sanitary condition 
ofahe Port of Bristol. He says the press re- 
ports, which represent Bristol as being ripe for 
a pestllence, do the place injustice. In his 
opinion no city in Engiand or tae United States 
is ** better prepared to resist an invasion from 
the dread epidemic,” 

Consul Mason, at Marseilles, has sent to the 
State Department a turcher report, dated Aug. 
27, on the cholera epidemic. He says: 

Accepting these statistics as now published, they 
are undoubtedly quite beiow the truth. The deaths 
from Asiatic cholera in Marseilles since the 20th 
inst., inclusive, have numbered by days ao follows: 
46, 49, 46, 45, 45, 89, 27. Tota! deaths from all 
days. 102, 118, 92, 76, 88, 70. 
63. This, considering that the normal death rate of 
Marseilles is less than thirty per day, is a frightful 
record, and he typhus and typbold fevers 
are E City with a vehemence 

aal; an that of cholera itself. 

Mr. Mason says that the departures from the 
city number about 2,000 per day, but there has 
deen no panic like that of 1884, the pubiic 
mind having been gradually prepared for the 
deveiopwents which fora time were suppressed 
by the City Government and the press. With 
the exception of perhaps four or five compara- 
tively new and handsome strects the 
pestilence has thie year invaded every 
part of the municipality and its suburbs. 
The cholera has diminished notabhy in 
some of the streets and quarters where 
it first appeared a month ago, and this with the 
slowly-increasing but still small percentage of 
cases that recover are the only present indica- 
tions that the pestilence has spent its most 
malignant force. Ihe newest peculiarity of 
the choiera both at Toulon and Marseiilesa, Mr. 
Mason says, isa teudency to complication at 
an early stage with typhoid-fever, a combina- 
tion from which few patients are ever rescued. 

TaRRYTOWN, N. F., Sept. %.—Jeremiah 
Hayes, 55 years of age, died yesterday at the 
residence of William Hutton, at Sieepy Hoi- 
low, from a disease resem biing cholera. 

MADRID, Sept. 7.—There were 2,132 new cases 
ot cholera and 619 deaths from the disease re- 
portec yesterday throughout Spain, 

Yesterday's cholera returns, compared with 
those of the 80th ult., show that the epidemic 
bas increased in Barce ona, Cadiz, Santander, 
and Tarragona, and bas decreased about 500 
per cent in the remaining provinces. 

TOULON, Sept. 7.—Eight deaths from cholera 
were reported in thiscity today. Nine patients 
were admitted to the hospital, eight were dis- 
charged cured, and 118 remain under treat- 
ment. 

GIBRALTAR, Sept. 7.—Two new 
cbolera were reported here today. 

MARSEILLES, Sept. 7.— There were sixteen 
deaths from cholera here today.

SOCIAL SCIENCE As DO CAA TION. 


ITs GENERAL MEETING BEGUN YESTERDAY 
AT SAKATOGA—SCIENCE IN LIFE’S COM- 
MON AFFALKS. 

SaRATOdA, N. T., Sept. 7.—[Speotal. Tue 
American Social Science Association began its 
general meeting of five days here this evening. 
There was a distinguished and cultured au- 
dience present, iaciuding many promi- 
nent persons from every section of the 
country. The opeving address was made by 
the Hon. John Eaton of Washington, D. C., 
United States Commissioner of Education and 
President of the association. His subject was 
„A Word on the Scientific Method in the Com- 
mon Affairs of Life. It brought into rapid 
review certain conditions bearing upon the 
topic of the unsettled problems of human life, 
the ever-recurring questions of healthful, judi- 
cious, and conscientious living, which are to 
be answered by the discovery ot corresponding 
principles of laws. The speaker illustrated 
his subject by the credence given the so-called 
weather propbets, which ces even to the reg- 
ulation of the practical affairs of lite, 
in the operations of farmers and 
sailors. Laws are important in this as in 


every other department of human action, and |

their discovery and use mark the difference 
between civilization and barbarism. . The 


puring, counting, measuring, putting tacts and 
ideas together, systematizing the record 
and generaiizing. , the reform, guad me 
Swayed by his, passions 
and appetite rejects it. The speaker ridicuied 
the credulity of men in regulating their affairs 

by omens and senseless superstitions while 
negiecting the solid ground which scietice has 
deduced from observation and experience. 
Yet there bas been progress, espe- 
cially in the treatment of omic 
science and statistics. Every advance of 
science is of its own nature an improvement in 
the commonwealih, and every success ſ ul study 
of the laws of the world we inhabit inevitabiy 
brings about a more intelligent and victorious 
conflict with the material evile of life. 
It is by dissemination that truth 
vields its increase, and the first 
step in this fruitiui process is 4 scientific 
method of instruction, which is greatly more 
difficult of attainment than a scientific method 
of research. This is not confined to the 
school, but embraced ali the agencies by which 
the development of society is accomplished. 
Ignorance, passion, and despair lead men 
to violent outbursts. Society must first quiet, 
and then one by ope minds must be reached; 
truth must be inouicated, reason aroused, and 
conscience brought into acuon. This can be 
done, not so well by assailing them as by 
intorming and directing them into sate, 
healthiul, and profitable directions. Tastes for 
low and degrading prints will be corrected noi 
so much by inveighing avainst them and thus 
advertising them as dy supplying better, more 
attractive, and more valuable works, therepy 
creating a taste that will dot be sutisfied with 


the vile. These considerations gave rise to 


an interesting speculation coucerning the 
sum and substance of the information sciencé 
can yield for the serviceof man. The progress 
of mankind 18 moving toward the gathering up 
tor man’s daily use of the lessous of ali nature 
and the lives of ail men. Steam, the telegrapb 
and telephone focus ail thought and action, 
however near or remote. Other than materia} 
appliances are aiding universal enlightenment, 
and among these must be especially noted the 
great increase of associated action.

town. He has been a fugitive from justice tor 
more than two years, having successfully 
eluded the detectives during all that time only 
to be outwitted in the simplest possible man- 
ner, The crime charged against Brainerd was 
that, while President of a banking institution 
in St. Albans, be loaned money of an amount 
in excess of the limit prescribed by 
the charter toa freund who was President of 
another bank. All at once the friepd’s bank 
failed, and this so embarrassed Brainerd’s con- 
cern that it bad aiso to close its doors, and 


. Brainerd was arrested at the instance of the 


irate bondholders, but managing to seoure bail 
gained bis liberty and started for Canada. His 
bondsmen have since bad detectives on bis 
track, who, wita the incentive of a reward of 
$10,000, dave at last been successful in 
getting their man across the lines, 
though it is doubtful whether they will 
be able to bold nim. The scheme 
was worked as follows: Shortly after Brainerd’s 
arrival bere a detective nawed Madigan came 
and took up quarters at a hotel. Brainerd and 
bis wife secured rooms iu a 3 2 and 
settled down to enjoy life. By and by Madi- 
gan became acquainted with Brainerd, 8 — 
boto being Americans, an intimacy sprang up 
beiween them.

He will soon begin 
work on his recommendations to Con- 
gress. It is asserted with positiveness 
and on apparently excellent authority 
that he will make no recommendation for the 
amendment of the Civil-Serviceiaw. Having 
been fully persuaded to the policy of compro- 
mise on the silver question, the details will be left 
mainly to Secretary Manning and hie financial 
advisers. The President will doubtless recom- 
mend the suspension of the silver coinage as 
emphatically as he did in his famous silver 
letter, and will add the results of several 
months’ financial movements in support of the 
arguments against the standard dollar, but it 
is emphatically asserted that the Con- 
gressional action for which he hopes 
and for which the energies of 
the Administration will be exerted is a com- 
promise embracing the central principles of 
the Warner plan for tne suspension of coinage 
and deposit of bullion, and contemplating the 
issue of silver certificates redeemable at the 
market vaiue of silver bullion. 

The President arrived in Washington at 8 
o'clock this morning. His carriage was in 
waiting at the depot, and he was immediately 
driven to the White House, where, after break- 
fasting, he settled down at once to work. The 
President, who is well tanned by the sun and 
appears much improved by his trip, says that 
be bas bad an excellent time and has enjoyed 
perfect health. He has not been ill a single 
day since he left, and is at a loss to understand 
how the report of his serious sickness originated. 

OF INTEREST TO ILLINOISANS. 

The return of the officeseekers may be said 
to have begun today. The hotel registers be- 
gan to show longer lists of names and the lob- 
bies and department corridors began to show 
the faces that bad ‘grown familiar between 
March and August and dropped out of sight 
during the summer vacation. Secretary 
Manning was besieged by a crowd equal in 
proportions to any that bas filled his office, and 
everywhere indications are seen that the 
pressure is to be very great.

FAR AWAY ALASKA. 

Lieut. George M. Stoney, commanding the 
Alaska exploring expedition, reports to the 
Navy Department from St. Michaels, Alaska, 
June 30, that after leaving Oanalaska June 9, 
he visited the new volcano on Bogosioo Island 
and found the only changes since last year to 
be a less discharge of smoke and steam, anda 
small point making off from the northwest end 
ot the new voicano. The birds had commenced 
nesting in the new volcano. The party reached 
St. Michaels June 26, after encountering heavy 
ice to the westward of St. Lawrence Island. At 
St. Michaels Lieut. Stoney secured nearly all 
the fur clothing required, also eighteen good 
dogs and three good teams. The dogs cost 
about $1.50 each in exchange for trade roods. 
An interpreter was as) engaged and shipped 
as ad ordinary seamau. Lieut. Stoney intended 
taking with bim two natives as drivers, and the 
wife of One of them. He expected to leave at 
once for St. Lawrence Bay, and thence to pro- 
ceed to Hotham Inlet. All on board the 
schooner Viking were well, and showed great 
interest in the work ahead of them. 


THE BOUNTY TO SUGAR REFINERS. 

The Treasury officials are thoroughly aroused 
by a recent statement on good authority that 
the bounty paid to sugar refiners by the Gov- 
ernment in excessive drawback rebate allow- 
ances is amounting to $100,000 per month. The 
department bas been seeking for actual facts 
and figures on this subject and is anxious to 
learn upon what this calcuianon can de based. 
The department officers have never supposed 
the bounty to be nearly so great, and itis only 
recently that they have been convinced. that it 
is excessive. The department will giaély ac- 
cept suggestions as to an equitable revision of 
the allowances. 

THE COURT OF ALABAMA CLAIMS. ö 

First Controller Durham today stopped a 
requisition to pay the salary of J. A. J. Cres- 
well, Government counsel before the Court of 
Commissioners of Alabama Claims, for the 
month of August, until it is settled that there 
is any balance due him. The First Controller 
takes the ground that Mr. Creswell is not en- 
titied to a fixed salary of $8,000 per annum, 
but that that sum is named as the limit of the 
fees to be allowed him for the trial of cases. 
He says that the law organizing the court pro- 


vided that the Government counsel should re- | 


ceive a reasonable compensation for each case 
tried, and that subsequent laws limited such 
compensation to $8,000 per annum. The 
court, however, he says. neglected to fix. the 
amount of a reasonable compensation,“ and 
bas illegally treated that item as a fixed salary.

THE «RUIN OF YOUNG GIRLS IN BOSTON WHO 
WERE SECURED AT SKATING-RINKS. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 6.—As soon as the new 
Metropolitan Police Board entered office an 
order was issued to the Captains that proprie- 
tors of houses of ill-fame and street-waikers 
were to be arrested and prosecuted. Work was 
immediately begun, and during three weeks 
past over forty houses of prostitution, in- 
cluding twenty-three of the worst class, have 
been either raided or visited, and the pro- 
inmates either arrested or 
forced to abandon the business. Those ar- 
rested have been punished by imprisonment 
or fines. Hundreds of street-walkers have 
been driven out of town, and scores of them 
arrested and fined or sent up. 
weeks forty-six cases ot houses of prostitution, 
night waikers, and gamblers have deen 
through the court. Some of the mght- 
walkers have gone to Providence and others 
to New York. The worst localities cleaned 
out bave been Nos. 10, 12, and 27 Chapman 
street, Nos. 29, 37, and 48 Dover street, 88 and 
85 Albion street, and No. 2 Davis street. Con- 
siderable attentuon was paid to purifying 
Decatur street. Dollie Osborne and Mme. 
Turher ran Nos. 12 and 13 as ** parlor houses.” 
They were cleared out; also No. 27 Dover 
street, known as Jumbo's den, run bya 
monstrous big woman named Williams. A 
rank ranch was Isabella Dewar's den, No. 38 
Dover street. This being her second offense 
she was fined $100 and costs and sent down for 
six months. No. 48, kept by Mme. Sherwood, 
was broken up, the keeper paying $100 and 
costs. Eight or ten females corralied at these 
two places were sent down foratime. Probably 
the biackest dives of the lot were Nos. 136 
Castle street, kept by French Carrie, and 138, 
kept by Mme. Nathan. Some of the tales told 
by the upfortunates were harrowing. One ar- 
rested female said that in her bouse a promi- 
nent Bostonian, when the subject of the ex- 
posures of the Pall Mall Gazelle was brought 
up, said that he did not think £25 was an ex- 
orbitant sum to pay for a child’s virtue, and 
offered to give $125 for an innocent if she could 
be procured.

The unions of Chicago represented in the 
Trade and Labor Assembly held their first an- 
nual parade and picnic yesterday, and both 
exceeded the anticipations of the managers, 
who were somewhat apprehensive of the result 
of the attempt to establish a national holiday 
for wageworkers. Those of this city certainly 
gave the movement support. The weather was 
auspicious, and ali the enjoyment that can be 
gotten out of a long march and a few hours in 
the grove was attained by the participants. 
The procession began ite march from the cor- 
net of Adams and Desplaines streets, in which 
vicinity an immense crowd gathered to witness 
the formation. The organizations which made 
up the different divisions reached the locaiity 


on time, but got mixed up somewhat, and there. 


was considerable countermarching before all 
were in their proper positions. However, there 
was a delay of only half an hour in starting, 
the command Forward be given at 11 
o’ciock. Bands and drum-corps were scattered 
through the line at frequent intervais. 

A platoon of twenty-five police under Lieut. 
Baus was in the van. 

Next came Chief Marshal Mark L. Crawford 
and aids, William E. Tomson and George F. 
Bush, followed by the first division, which was 
headed by the Trade and Labor Assembly, 
composed of delegates from the different un- 
ions. There were thirty of them. 

They were fallowed by several carriages con- 
taining women, and members of the Committee 
on Arrangements and Reception. 

Next came the Stonecutters’ Union of 700 
men, who wore white soft hats and carried 
canes. They were accompanied by a number 
of decorated trucks loaded with stone, on 
which, in some instances, men were at work,

THE PICNIC AND SPEECHES. 

The picnic differed. in no Material respect 
from the ordinary thing of the kind, dancing 
and other amusements attracting the attention 
of most of the visitors, of Whom there were 
probably 10,000 in the course of the day. 

About 8 o’ciock in the afternoon A. C. Cam- 


eron called to order 3,000 people who had as- 


sembled in the dancing pavilion, and, after 
congratulating them upon the inauguration of 
the labor national holiday and the magnificent 
demonstration, he announced that the commit- 
tee had unanimously awarded the banner to the 
Stonecutters’ Union. 

Judge Prendergast was thenintroduced. He 
said there was instituted an occasion 
which he trusted would be witnessed through- 
out the recurring years—a day dedicated not 
only to purposes of recreation and pleasure, 
but to the higher purpose of discussion of that 
probiem which was of paramount interest to 
the human race—the problem of labor. There 
was vast room for improvement not only in 
the condition of the industrial population, but 
in the sentiment of the lawmakers and law- 
dispensers toward that population. The in- 
dustrial population, from the time that ne was 
able to determine any question, had received 
his best judgment and his best aid, but he 
could not blind himself to the fact-that the in- 
dustrial-workers bad hitherto slumbered on 
their rights. If they had asserted them- 
selves by intelligent Organization lone 
since many of evils of which 
they complained would have been remedied. 
The reason these same exercises of power were 
not witnessed in behalt of labor was that labor 
had never united on an intelligent plan cf 
action. The Legislature was fully competent 
to deal with the subject of convict labor. If 
labor was united they would need no law to 
enable them to shorten the hours of labor. 
Eight-hour laws already passed were dead let- 
ters because the men who . labored 
did not insist on stopping when they 
had worked for eight hours. re were 


too many evidences of the fever of discontent . 


on every hand and in every city not to satisfy 
and convince. any impartial mind that there 
was something wrong and that something must 
be righted. Efforts were making to prevent 
wage-workers from combining in societies and 
unions. There was no law which forbid any 
man from joinmg any legitimate association 
he might see fit to join. He urged the estab- 
lishment of courts of arbitration in order that 
strikes might be avoided. 

Congressman Martin J. Foran of Cleveland, 
who was the next speaker, said that never be- 
fore was the voice of distress and want so loud 
in the land. The poor must understand that 
the rights of the rich must be respected, and 
the rich must appreciate the duties they owe 
to the poor and to society, without which they 
could not bave acquired their wealth. In con- 
clusion the speaker dwelt upon the advantages 
which accrue from organization. 

He was followed by Gen. Martin Beem, who 
congratulated the workingmen upon the fact 
that they had learned to think for themselves. 
He spoke of the progress that had been made 
in the last twenty years; and, as encou 
ment, instanced Farwell, Fairbank, and Field 
as men who had risen from the ranks. i 

Mayor Harrison was the last speaker. He 
said: 

My FRIENDS: When President Cameron came 
to me a few days ago and invited me to come here 
he said nothing about my making a speech; he 
simply wanted me to be here to give countenance 
to this demonstration. I notice that last night 
something was said about my making a speech and 
somebody objected; he didn’t want Carter 
Harrison to speak because he would give 
the boys “taffy... [Laughter.] Well, it was 
agreed that Carter Harrison should not speak, but 
that the Mayor of Chicago should say something, 

Laughter.|] The Mayor talks to you, not Carter 

arrison. 
would say, for I know him I and one other 
are the only two people fi world that ever 
slept with him, I[Laushter.] If he were here he 
would commence like my friend Lawier, and say 
“Tollers.” He would throw “taffy” over this 
crowd to the men, and kisses to the 
girls. [Laughter.] For you know it is said Carter 
is an arrant demagog; that when he goes 
among the Irish, although he may know a good 
deal that is bad about the Irish, he never tells 
them anything but what is good. He is a dema- 
gog. When he goes among the Irish he wets his 
whistle with a drap of whisky.’ When he goes 
among. the Germans he tells them what is good 
ot them, and O! the arrant demagog—he biows 
the foam off and empties the glass of lager. 
— If Carter were here he would say: 

orkingmen, this is the beginning of an era 
in your career. The American people have not 
forgotten that men are made to laugh as well as 
made to work, You are preparing to have a holi- 
day to discuss your Own interests—to prepare 
yourselves to meet capital half way and to hold to 
the half way. Labor and capital may seem antag- 
Onistic, but they are in fact the best of friends. 
Make it friendly by organizing and teaching 
capital that its interest is to pull with 
you. [Applause.] This is what Carter 
Harrison would have said to you ifjhe had been 
here; but they wouldn’t let him talk. Somebody 
said he used a club during the railroad strike. 
Carter never clubbed anybody in his life. He was 
in sympathy with the strikers. He felt that a 
monopoly was grinding them down and taking ad- 
vantage of subterfuges to turn out men on wrong 
grounds. [Applause.] I had a talk with Carter 
about that time. He came into the 
Mayor’s office. He said: Those boys 
have been badly treated ; stand up 
for the bos.“ I remember telling him, But I am 
Mayor of Chicago, sworn to abey the law, sworn to 
maintain the peace; were my brother a striker and 
he attempted to destroy property the Mayor of 
Chicago would put that brother down.“ [Cries of 
That's right.“! If a law treads upon your toes 
walk gingerly to the next bailot-box. There the 
laboring-man, if he is determined, can change the 
law. [Applause.] You have the power. Exercise 
it wisely, calmly, prudently, and then this 
country of ‘ours, which has been the Mecca 
of the down- trodden ofall lands,will continue to be 
the land of the free and the home of the brave.“ 
Don’t be driven from the ballot. Don't letany- 
body teach you that you haven’t rights there. Ar- 
bitrate disputes. The people of this country al- 
ways stanaoup for fair play. | Applause. } 

My term is nearly over. [Cries of Never!“ 
Tou have two years! ] O, well, you see, they are 
about to bounce me. But the Mayor of Chicago has 
at heart the interests of this great city. While in 
Office he will do his best to protect you, but he will 
protect property if you attempt to destroy it. 
Biect your friends to office. Be orderly. Eat 
when you are hungry and drink when you are 
thirsty, but don’t drink after your thirst is 
quenced. If you take the blue and the white from 
the flag and leave only the red it may lead to 
bloodshed, and that doesn’t protect your property 
nor your lives.

THE PARADE IN NEW YORK. 

New York, Sept. 7.—([Special.]—The fourth 
annual holiday of the Central Labor Union of 
New York and vicinity was celebrated today. 
Forty-nine different organizations took part in 
the demonstration, which was one of the 
largest of the kind ever seen here. There was 
a spirited street parade in which 14,000 men 
participated, and which represented a score of 
different trades. About 1,000 printers were in

In the 
afternoon and evening there was a picnic in 
Harlem River Park.

THE PURITAN-GENESTA CONTEST. 

Owing to the extreme lightness of the 
wind yesterday the yachts selected to contest 
for the cup won by the America thirty-four 
years ago were unable to cover the course 
selected in the time specified, and the race 
will be resailed today. Under the adverse 
circumstances of yesterday’s trial the Puritan 
made better time than the Genesta. The 
Puritan represents not particularly a Boston 
style of yacht, as has been so often claime i— 
for she is unlike any other yacht on the New 
England coast—but the peculiar ideas of her 
builder, Edward Burgess of Boston, who has 
never before attempted to build a large sail- 
ing vessel, although he has been very success- 
ful with fast small boats. In a. recent 
interview he said that her model was 
the product of a gradual development of his 
ideas upon the subject of yacht-building. She 
was launched last May, and is 93 feet over 
all, 80 feet water line, 28 feet beam, and 8 
feet 2 inches deep. She is a centre-board 
boat, and this has aroused the sarcasm of 
some of the English papers, which affect to 
call it a vile type” of boat. The ultimate 
success in the three races, however, will be 
the best testimony as to the question of su- 
periority between the American centre-board 
and the British keel. The Gen 
type of the English cutter-sloop. The rela- 
tive proportions of the two sloops are as fol- 
lows: 


The Genesta has been developed on entire- 
ly different lines from those which have been 
followed by any of our yacht-builders, as wiil 
be seen by the diagrams printed elsewhere. 
In deep draught and narrow beam she is con- 
sidered the perfect type of the English cut- 


ter, but the product was not one that com- 


mended her to yachtsmen when she arrived in 
New York waters, though she had been very 
successful in her contests with other English 
yachts and made remarkable time in sailing 
across the ocean. On the other hand, both 
the American sloops—the Puritan and Pris- 
cilla—represent the very highest achieve- 
ments of our shipbuilders, as the America did 
in 1851, when she won the cup which the 
Genesta is now trying to regain. 

Today the twenty-mile race which failed of 
decision yesterday will be sailed. The next 
contest will be over the New York Yacht 
Club course—thirty-eight miles—and will 
occur tomorrow.. The third trial, should it 
be necessary to decide the event, will take 
place Friday, and will be over a triangular 
course forty miles long, starting: from the 
Scotland lichtship. 


WHAT WILL THE CAT DO? 

Puck not long ago had a cartoon illustrat- 
ing the old saying that when the cat’s away 
the mice will play, in which Mr. Cleveland 
was represented as a forlorn Tom-cat in the 
Adirondack wilderness, while the mice were 
playing without let or hindrance in Washing- 
ton. The Thomas-cat has now returned to 
his quarters, and if he has the discernment 
usually attributed to that animal he has 
found before this time not only that the mice 
have been playing, but that they have been 
very destructive, eating up some things, 
nibbling others, and building nests all ‘about 
the bureaus. 

Since the T.-cat has been away the civil 
service has been overrun with the mice. In 
Albany and Indianapolis they have consumed 
the post-offices. In New Haven they have 
riddled the Collector’s office in the most de- 
fiant manner. A ballot-box-stuffing mouse 
‘named Higgins, in the Treasury Department, 
has not only devoured all the civil service 
that lay within his reach, but expresses his 
dissatisfaction with it, and says that it is not 
only a failure, but a fraud. and that he is very 
much opposed to having any more of it about. 


In the New York Custom-House the mice have 
made terrible ravages. They have not only de- 


stroyed the civil service, but they have mus- 
tered in sufficient numbers to defy the T—m- 
cat. They have scared the Civil-Service Com- 
‘mission into a passive timidity, so that it has 
‘been sitting by and watching their ravages 
without a word of protest or courage enough 
to get up and drive them away. Worse than 
all this, the mice all over the country 
have been encouraged a cunning 
old rat named Butler, who has in- 
duced some of the New York rodents to 
bring a test suit, intended to show that the | 
Civii-Service law itself is unconstitutional, 
that it interferes with the President’s consti- 
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Adirondacks. The bonanza mice have made 
such ravages that it is.now reported the 
Administration will have to abandon its pur- 
pose of stopping the coinage of silver dollars, 
as the silver mice will not be propitiated. | 
The heads of departments also claim that the 


Congressional mice have so interfered with 


them that they can no longer appoint or dis- 
miss to suit themselves, but are constantly 
embarrassed by swarms of these annoying 
animals whenever they propose to make a 
change.

All over the country, in fact, the 
mice and rats have been playing while the 


cat was away, und they propose to keep on

DAKOTA’S GROWTH. 

The Auditor of Dakota has just issued a 
circular containing important statistics regard- 
ing the Territorial assessment, prepared to 
accompany the annual tax notification to 
county officers. In the case of each county 
the rate levied has been determined upon the 
value placed on land per acre and upon live 
stock per head. The average valuations are 
as follows: Land, $3.53 per acre; horses, 
$46.57 per head; mules and asses, $56.47 per 
head; cattle, $14.09 per head; sheep, $1.15 
per head; and swine, $2.09 per head. Not- 
withstanding the general depression of values 
throughout the country, Which has particu- 
larly affected the rating of live stock, the 
lands of the Territory have risen in value in 
one year from $3.32 to $3.58 per acre, an 
increase of 6}¢ per cent, and the increase in 
the total valuation of the Territory has been 
$20,247,618, equal to 235g per cent. 

The returns of the recent census of Dako- 
ta still further emphasize this remarkable in- 
crease. South Dakota has 263,000 people, 
with 50,000 farms and 442 manufacturing es- 
tablishments, and North Dakota 152,000 peo- 
ple, with 32,500 farms and 612 manufacto- 
ries. The whole Territory thus contains 
415,000 people, or sufficient population to en- 
title it to three members of Congress. The 
population of North Dakota has increased 
310 per cent in five years and that of South 
Dakota 168 per cent in the same time. North 
Dakota has six towns of over 2,200 inhabi- 
tants, four with over 1,000, and nine 
with over 500. South Dakota has five 
towns with over 2,200 inhabitants, thir- 
teen more with over 1,000, and twen- 
ty-one with more than 500. Nineteen 
counties near the centre of the Territory, 
which in 1880 were uninhabited, now con- 
tain 90,000 people. 

Such is the wonderful growth of a Ter- 
ritory to which the Democratic’ majority in 
Congress has persistently and even con- 
temptuously denied admission into the Union 
of States. This growth eontinues, and in 
another year, at the present rate, the popula- 
tion of the Territory will reach over 500,000. 
With the privileges of Statehood its progress 
will be enhanced. The new relation would 
be better both for the State and the Nation 
by the benefits of political and legal privi- 
leges to the one and by increased revenue to 
the other. Dakota has fulfilled every condi- 
tion requisit to admission as a State, and her 
people have every right to demand that they 
shall be admitted, and they can only be kept 
out by offensive partisanship on the part of 
the Democratic majority in Congress. It is 
now stated that the majority will yield upon 
condition “of a compensating balance by 
the admission of either one of 
three Territuries—Utah, New Mexico, or 
Washington. The Republicans, however, 
will never consent to the admission of Utah 
under her present conditions, whatever pop- 
ulation she may have. New Mexico cannot 
answer the condition of population. Shehas 
barely 125,000 people and has only gained 
12,000 inhabitants in the last five years. 
Washington comes the nearest to the usual 
conditions. She probably has population 
enough to entitle her to one member, although 
her growth is far below that of Dakota. But 
whether she answers the conditions or not, 
the Democrats in Congress cannot afford to 
refuse Dakota again unless they are willing 
to rouse the whole Northwest against them. 


WHISKY FROM COAL-GAS. | 
The chemists have long been aware of the 


fact that there isa close similarity of matter 


in the constituents of. alcohol, coal-gas, and 
petroleum. The first, when pure, consists ot 
carbon, hydrogen, and oxygen; and the two 
first of these \form a large part of the sub- 
stance of the other products. The difficulty 
has been to effect the conversion or transmu- 
tation from the latter to the former cheaply 
enough to make the operation a profitable 
one in a commercial sense. If report be trie, 
the difficulty has at last been surmounted, and 
we are now promised an abundance of alcohol 
of other than cereai origin, produced at much 
less cost. 

The whisky interest is thus threatened 
with a new infliction. It has been struggling 
for with a load which was almost too 
grievous to be borne. For a long time past 
the distilleries have been operated at only 
about 40 per cent of their actual capacity, and 
yet there are many millions of galions of the 
Kentucky product lying in bended ware- 
house on which the Government tax is about 
due, with no present prospect of paying it. 
Attempts by distillers to poo! their issues 
for the purpose of restricting production and 
preventing ruinous competition have been 
about as numerous and equally futile 
as those made by the officials of the 
railroads for kindred purposes. 
true that some parties in the trade 
are enthusiastic enough to think that 
the latest effort, now pending, promises to be 
a success. It may be, but if soit wiil only 
be in virtue of a threat by the larger houses 
to swamp the business if the smaller ones do 
not come into the arrangement; and there 
could be no security against such a pool go- 
ing to pieces of its own weight at any mo- 
ment. Especially would such a tie be of lit- 
‘tle more value than a rope of sand in the 
event of competition from a new source as 
‘above indicated. The stream, now bank

with extracts—some of them admittedly the 


rankest poisons to be found in the lists of the 
modern pharmacopoeia. It is understood 


among the well informed that no inconsider- 
able part of these medicaments are petroleum 
products; ana it would only be a kind of 
poetic justice if the whisky manufacture 
should be ruined by the very material that 
has been introduced into it by unprincipled 
men for the sake of increasing their gains. 
It would aptly illustrate the truth of the

fall therein.” 


THE SUGAR REBATE BOUNTY, 

A short time ago a deputation of British 
sugar-refiners called on Lord Salisbury and 
represented that they were unable to hold 
their places in the home market in conse- 
quence of the bounty afforded through its 
customs laws to American manufacturers.” 
It was a matter of surprise to most people in 
this country to learn that the United States 
paid bounties to sugar-refiners out of the 
Public Treasury, as there was certainly no 
law to authorize anything of the kind. The 
American ‘sugar-refiners denied that any 
bounties were paid, and claimed that the 


Government merely allowed a drawback (on 


sugar manufactured for export) which is 
equal to the amount of duty paid on raw 
sugar less 1 per cent allowed for the expense 
of collecting and remitting. Such a draw- 


back might be justified as necessary in order . 
to enable American manufacturers to enter 
the foreign markets. If the American re- 


finer had to pay duty on his raw material and 
was allowed no rebate he would engage in 
forcign competition under the full burden of 
the tariff imposed by his own country. 
Persons familiar with the sugar trade state, 
however, that the charge made by the British 


manufacturers is true, and that the United 


States pays a bounty to home manufacturers 
by allowing adrawback in excess of the duty. 
In the last number of the Merchants’ Revicw 
rather startling agures are presented. It is 
shown that while the recent reductions in 
duty on certain grades of sugats averaged 
0.62 (sixty-two.hundredths) cent, yet the 
old drawback rate was reduced only 0.30 
cent, thus making a clear gain to the refiners 
of 0.82 (thirty-two hundredths) cent, which 
is paid out of the Treasury as a bounty. The 
figures cited show beyond question that the 
Government is now paying 0.32 cent more 
to the refiners than it did before the reduc- 
tion of the duty. On hard dried sugar and 
the two classes of soft sugar described as 


above and below No. 20 itis shown that the 


average reduction of the drawback was only 
0.82 cent, while the duties were reduced an 
average of 0.62 cent on the raw material 
known as unclayed Manila, clayed Manila, 
Brazil superfine Manila, Java, and the sev- 
eral grades of muscovado. 

A closer examination of the tariff and draw- 
back rates shows ¢onclusively that the United 
States is paying bounties in order to enable 
refiners to sell sugar to foreigners cheaper 
than they do the people of this country. It 
is shown. that the highest duty on imported 
raw sugar is 2.86 cents, while the drawback 
amounts to 2.79 cents, thus giving the manu- 
facturers of this grade of sugar a clear bounty 
of 44 cents per 100 pounds. Under such a 
system as this itis possible for American re- 
finers to sell sugar to foreigners at less than 
the actual cost. American granulated sugar 
is sold in London at about 20 cents per 100 
pounds less, duty considered, than in this 
country. The Merchants’ Review carries the 
comparison even further, and shows that un- 
der a fair rate of duty this sugar could be re- 
imported and sold to the American consumer 
at 0.48 cent lessthan is nowcharged. There 
seems to be no escape from the conclusion 
that the Treasury is paying bonnties to a few 
great sugar-refining monopolies so as to en- 
able them to sell to foreigners at less than 
cost. British refiners may complain of the 
discrimination, but the American people have 
much greater reason to demand the speedy 
correction of this abuse, since the reduction 
at the cost of the United States Treasury ben- 
efits only foreign consumers. 


‘FIGHTING THE CIVIL-SERVICE LAW. 


A few days ago James A. Hinckley filed a 
complaint in the United States Circuit Court 
in New York against the Civil-Service Com- 
missioners—Dorman B. Eaton of New York, 
James H. Gregory of Lilinois, and Leroy D. 
Thoman of Ohio. Mr. Hinckley avers that 
the parties named are usurping the powers of 
the President under a pretended civil-service 
law which is unconstitutional and void, and 
he therefore prays that they may be sum- 
moned into court to show by what authority 
they assume to act as Civil-Service Commis- 
sioners. The court granted the prayer and 
fixed a day for the hearing. | 

Mr. Hinckley is, of course, a thorough- 
going Democrat of the spoils school. Va- 
rious schemes have been devised for evading 
or nullifying the Civil-Service act, but Mr. 
Hinckley proposes to have the courts set the 
law aside and thus remove the only barrier 
to the full enjoyment of the spoils. The 
labors of this public-spirited plaintiff will 
command the unqualified approval of nine- 
tenths of the Democracy, and there would 
be no end to their jubilation if Hinckley 
should be victorious in his controversy with 
the Civil-Service Commissioners. Unfortu- 
nately for the hopes of many expectants, 
there is no probability that Hinckley can suc- 
ceed in having the Civil-Service act set aside. 

The Hinckley theory as to the Civil-Serv- 
ice law is based on a strict construction of 
the clause of the Constitution which says the 
appointment of “inferior officers” may be 
vested in the President alone, in the courts 
of law, or in the heads of departments.” It 
is claimed that as it is now exercised the 
power of appointment is in the hands of the 
Civil-Service Commissioners and not in the 
President alone, the courts of law, or the 
heads of departments,” as the Constitution 
provides. The fallacy involved in this 
reasoning is very plain. The Civil-Serv- 
ice Commissioners are not usurping the 
appointing power of the Executive, but 
merely act as his advisers and assist- 
ants; they’ do not make appointments 
to office, but certify lists of persons whom 
they deem competent, and their rules 
and regulations do not go into effect until 
approved by the President. There is noth- 
ing m the constitutional provision that for- 
bids the President to seek such advice or to 
have the qualifications of applicants tested 
by examinations. At the time of the reor- 
ee of the Civil-Service Commission 
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Commissioners have obtained the approval 
of the Executive. It is plain that under the 
strictest construction of the constitutional — 
provision it cannot be claimed that the Presi- 
dent’s power is usurped by persons who act 
pursuant to his request and under regula- 
tiops approved by him. 

In order to leave no stone unturned in the 
effort to get rid of the Civil-Service law, it 
may be well enough for Mr. Hinckley to 
illustrate his Democracy by carrying the mat- 
ter into the courts. It is plain, however, 
that the Democrats will not be able to get rid 
of the law in this way. Nor can they enter- 
tain any hope of repealing it so long as the 
Senate remains Republican. The only prac- 
tical method would be to persuade the Presi- 
dent to ignore the law, or else perfect the 
plans already suggested for evading and 
nullifying its provisions so as to ‘make it a 
dead letter. The latter plan of action will 


probably be the one adopted, although some 


Democrats have a strong hope that the Hinck- 
ley program will succeed. 


A CONTROVERSY has broken out between 
the Cherokee Indians and the freedmen in 


the Indian Territory, and it is feared that it 


may lead to serious e. The freedmen 
are claiming a share in ,000 recently paid 
by the Government to the Cherokee Nation 
for certain lands ceded} to the United States 
lands that were originally acquired by pur- 
chase and not e ee The Indians 
claim that none but native-born Cherokees are 
entitled to any share the fund. Senator 
Dawes, who has recently visited the nation 
to investigate the mattér, will report to Con- 
gress in favor of giving the freedmen $118,- 
000 as their share of the $300,000. The 
Cherokees, however, dlaim the right to de- 
termine the matter themselves, and it will be 
made a subject of agitation during the next 
session of their Legislature. It will be re- 
membered that previous to the War the Cher- 
okee Indians held these freedmen as slaves, 
but were afterwards compelled to emancipate 
the negroes and grant them the rights of citi- 
zenship. The Indians still deny that the 
freedmen and halt-breeds have the same 
rights as Cherokees of full blood. 3

THE POISONING MANIA. 


CHARGES AGAINST A Sr. JOSEPH GIRL. 

CBAMPAIGN, III., Sept. 7.—ISpeolal. -A sup- 
posed poisoning case, resulting in the death uf 
three persons, is creating great excitement in 
the village of St. Joseph, ten miles from here. 
A month since Mrs. Hiram Peabody died sud- 
denly with a disease regarded as neuralgia of 
the stomach. Two weeks later Mr. Peabody, 
who was a wealthy farmer, and greatly re- 
spected, died very suddenly with the same 
symptoms. A few days ago Miss Belle Hasty, 
a young woman of fine character and winning 
manners, a daughter of Robert Hasty, was 
violently: taken with the same symptoms, 
as was also young Silas Peabody. She died, 
but he recovered. Suspicions soon sprang up. 
and it is now alleged that just before Mrs. Pea- 
body's death Mies Hasty bought a package of 
rat-poison at Stevenson's drug store in 
St. Joseph. ‘A package of this poison was also 
found pinned to ah undergarment which Miss 
Hasty laid off just before she died. It is also 
alleged that Miss Hasty was engaged to young 
Silas Peabody, and his parents, farticulariy his 
mot der, bad opposed their union. With these 
facts asabasis the community has become 
greatly excited over the supposition that Miss 
Hasty ‘poisoned Mr. and Mrs. Peabody in order 
to consummate the desired union,and afterward 
conéluded to kill both herself and the young 
man. Yesterday the Rev. J. W. Perkins, the 
Christian minister. refused to preach her 
funeral sermon until the suspicions shall be 
cleared up. Au investigation is expected to 
follow. 


THE EMPORIA POISONING. 

Emporia, Kas., Sept. %.—([Special.|—Mrs. 
Walkup's attorney, W. W. Scott, appeared be- 
fore Justice Frank Payne today and waived 
examination, The case will now be recorded 
on the criminal docket of tne District Court 
and come ap for trial in October. Lawyer 
Scott returned from Kansas City this morning, 
where be had been on business connecied with 
the case. He is reticent regarding the out- 
come of his visit, saying that he preferred to 
keep the prosecution in the dark about what 
he is dong. What I want to do is to clear 
the girl,” be said; “it is true the publication 
of facts that prove her innocent creates sym- 
pathy’ for her with the public but 
it aleo gives the other side a chance to hedge.

The Alleged Abductors of Eliza Arm- 
strong Treated with Derision by 
‘a Hooting Mob. 


Gladstone's Oritical State of Health—Com-

Lonpon, Sept. 7.—fVia Mackay-Bennett Cable 
to The Tribune.}—The intense public interest 
in the fret legal proceedings growing out of 
the Pali Mall Gazette's reveiations of London's 
immorality was shown today by the character 
and the number of the crowd which swarmed 
in and about the Bow Street Police Court dur 
ing the preliminary examination of Mr. 
Stead and bis employés on the charge 
o abducting ElizaArmstrong. The defendants 
were Mr. Stead, editor of the Pali Mall Gazette, 
Mrs. Jarrett, Bramweli Booth, Mrs. Coombs, 
Mr. Jacques, and Mme. Mauray. Mr. 
Stead conductea bis own case, while counsél 
represented the otbersa. The crowd was not 
composed of the ordinary loungers about po- 
lice courts. These were present in suff 
cient numbers, but they were reinforced on 
this occasion by hundreds of respeot- 
able, solid citizens, including well-to- 
do tradesmen, manufacturers, and busineas- 
men. These peopie had heard eo mch about 
the perils to which their daughters were liable 
to be subjected that they had found time to at- 
tend a potice court session in order to judge 
for themselves of the character of the man 
who made the charges and vi the nature of bis 
methods and agencies. Not only tbe court- 
room but the whole neighborhood was blocked 
the whole day, and in the outside crowd the 
current of sentiment was very obviously 
against the defendants. When Mr. Stead, 
the members. of the Salvation Army, 
and the rest of the accused cawe 
to the court they were hissed and groaned, but 


when they left the building at tne close of the 


pr oceedings it seemed as though pandemonium 
bad been let loose. They were zealously 
guarded and protected by the police, but the 
“bobbies’’ were unable to check the tor- 
rent of filthy abuse with which they 
were assailed, and bad great difficulty in 
protecting their charges from personal vio- 
lence. The scenes iuside the court-room were 
very different from the usual routine of a 
police court. The array of counsel, both for 
prosecution and the defense, was almost un- 
precedented. A number of reporters were 
present, also many members of the Salvation 
Army, and quite asprinkling of brothelkeepers. 
Mrs. Jarrett sat iu the prisoners’ dock. Mr. 
Stead and Mr. Bramwell Booth had seats in 


front of the dock. 

Mr. Stead was smiling and self-possessed 
He took copious notes of the proceedings, and 
did not hesitate to correct Mr. Poland when- 
ever he thought the Treasury Solicitor was in 


error as to facts. Mrs. Jarrett was the only 
one of the defendants who was placed in the 
dock. Sbe looked careworn, and she suffered 
considerably from the heat and stifling atmos- 
phere of the court room. Bramwell Booth is 
deaf, and used a huge ear-trumpei, which be 
turned with nervous energy upon each speaker, 
in the hope of hearing what was said. 
THE COURT-ROOM SKETCHED. * 

Anotber correspondent thus sketches some 
of the characters in thetrial. Bow street was 
looking muggy aud miserabie as two cabs 
drove upto the door of the police court this 
morning, emptied their loads on the slimy 
pavement and departed, leaving several of the 
defendants in the Armstrong case. The ter- 
rible judgment chamber was us cold and etate- 
ly asthe Bank ot England. Mr. Vaughan, the 
respectable stipendiary who dispenses justice 
inside, mint easily be mistaken for a 
Baronet or even an ex-Lord ‘ Mayor. 
Mrs. Jarrett was an object of interest, both 
painful and hostile. Sbe was not a pleasant 
sight to look upon. Her sallow and vuigar 
face spoke more of the sins sbe had forsaken 
than of the repentance which had led to ber 
edifying couversion. Sbe wore a cheap brown 
ulster and a very battered bat adorned with a 
faded green feather. Next came Mr. Siead, 
very neat, but rather nervous. He is 
a small, spare man, with a red 
beard. He has a high but rather re- 
ceding forehead, and an earnest look in 
bis eyes. During the hearing of the case 
he showed little of his usual restlesness, 
but en occasional twitching of bis delicate 
fingers told one piainiy that he felt he was 
sitting on a nasty mine and might be boist 
any moment with bis own petard. Now and 
then he turned to bis neighbor on the right, 
Mr. Jacques, the Pall Mall Gazette's sub-editor,

THE CASE OPENED. 

Mr. Poland, Solicitor of the Treasury, opened 
the case for the crown with a long speech, in 
which he gave a description of how the giri 


was obtained from ber mother, the outrages to 


which she had been subjected after she was 
installed in Mme. Mauray’s establishment, and 
the I treatment she had received from the 
time she had ieft her mother until the time 
she was recovered ‘and taken home. Mrs. 
Jarrett, during Mr. Poland's statement, sat 
with a calm demeanor, ber eyes closed and her 
bead vodding, closely resembling Charies 
Dickens’ Sally Brags in Old. Curiosity Shop.“ 
Mr. Stead appeared uncoocerned, smiling oc- 
casionaily and at times denying Mr. Poland's 
aliegations. At the close of bis address to the 
court Mr. Poland demanded the committal of 
all the defendants for trial. Mr. Poland'e 
speech was two hours long, and was frequently 
interrupted by applause which the court offi- 
cers were poweriess to suppress. 

The child Eliza Armstrong then took the 
stand, and proved a model witness. She is a 
neat, wholesome-looking girl, and was not at 
ail frightened by the noveity of her situation 
or the size of ber audience. She gave her tes- 
timony witbout confusion, and displayed a con 
siderable amount of acu:eness. Her mother is 
a determined-looking, harsh-speaking woman, 
who. giared upon the prisoners by 
turns, but . she is evidently Very 
fond of her daughter. The child 
identified Mrs. Jarrett as the woman who bad 
secured her from ber mother on the plea of 
needing ber assistance to do housework. The 
giri then gave in detail ali the circumstances 
eounected with her abduction. At the medi- 
cai examination, immediately after she was 
decoyed from home, the physician tested ber 
innocence despite ber screams. Aftéerwara 
she was dispaiched to France to prevent the 
police from getting possession of her for ber 
mother. She wrote eevera: etters home, but 
the members of tne Salvauon Army who had 
charge of ber suppressed them.

GRAND OPERA-HOUSE—“ THE CORNER GRO- 
CERY.” 

Daniel Sully, who bas only recently come 
into notice in the rush of variety performers 
to satisfy the demands tor farce in the first- 
class theatres, is a man of more than ordinary 
ability, and is likely to gain prominence as an 
actor of the Harrigan and Hart school, 
which refiects on the stage those phases of 
American city life that result from a mixture 
of nationalities. He bas written a piece calied 
„The Corner Grocery,” which, while it betrays 
crudities of construction and is lamentabiy 
fiat toward the end, is yet worthy of attenuon 
for the truth it contains and for the at- 
tempt, which is in the main successful, 
to attain realism by a disregard of convention- 
ality. The tirst act is boisterous, after the man- 
ner of rough-shod farces; but the second is 
fresh, strong, and natural. The interior is pro- 
sented of an humbie dome in New York, and 
the emigrant in his new surrouadings is pict- 
ured with an uum stakable sense of humor and 
pathos and in a genuine domestic atmosphere. 
The story of the piece is almost what a boy 
would write in his first essay at piay-writing, 
and yet severa of the incidents in this second 
act have more fresbuess and intrinsic dramatic 
strength than may be found in a dosen pre- 
tentious American dramas of the Bartley 
Campbell ciass. The characters are taken from 
life, and the home that is shown is the type of 
thousands such in every American city. Mr. 
Sully’s Daddy Nolan is an original creation— 
the sturdy figure of an honest, well-meaning 
Hibernian with all the sociai kindiiness, gen- 
erosity, and eccentricity, but w.thout coarse 
ness and without offensiveness save, perhaps, 
when the dialog permits an expression or two 
that could well be omitted. The sincerity of 
the actor’s work and the smoothness of his 
execution are really suprising, and there is 
more than one touch in this act that is Jeffer- 
sonian io its artistic simplicity. The last act 
becames very tedious, however, for, the slim 
story being told, time is wasted in incidental 
tarcical exaggerations that do much to destroy 
the fine impression made by the preceding 
situations, The interest here should be better 
sustained. and a quick natural ending would 
please the audience. Altogether the piece is a 
queer jumble of the most pronounced merits 
and the moet childishly irritating faults. A

THE HOPPER SYSTEM OF WEIGHING 


DESCRIPTION OF THE GRAIN-WEIGHING 
APPARATUS USED ON THE LAKE SHORE 


ROAD, 

The system heretofore in universal practice 
of weighing grain shipments on track-scales 
while in transit through Chicago for Eastern 
points has been accompanied by so many inac- 
curacies in weight and other perceptible losses 
in being transferred from one line of cars to 
another that an improvement in free-on-board 
shipments that would give a measurable degree 
of accuracy has long been sought for by the 
grain receivers and shippers of this city. Ata 
recent meeting of this body a committee of in- 
vestigation made a report in which they 
favored the advantages secured by the hopper- 
seale system of weighing and transferring 
grain in use on the Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern Railroad at Englewood. The system 
bas now been in existence about a year, and 
the special advantage claimed for it is that it 
gives prompt and accurate weights to be used 
as a basis for purchase and sale and 
creates a source of responsibility for any 
claims of shortage or other mistakes that may 
be made. The track-scale weights having been 
made final by the Chicago Board of Trade, it 
has cut off all remedy for collection of claims 
on account of improper weighing made by 
Eastern buyers, and has naturally caused a 
great amount of dissatisfaction. This difii- 
culty, as already stated, is avoided by the 
hopper system, and its superior merits have 
received warm expressions of praise from a 
large number of New Engiand dealers. 

As there is a strong possibility of its more 
extensive use in the future, and as it marks an 
important departure from old-fashioned meth- 
ods, a brief degoription will doubtiess be time- 
ly. .The main tracks upon which the freight- 
cars are switched are elevated at a hight of 
thirty feet, and are reached by a trestie ap- 
proach about 1,000 feet long. The frame build- 
ing which mcioses the platforms or floors is 
about 190 feet long, and gives room for ten 
freight cars at atime, five on each track. In 
the space between the tracks five hoppers are 
arranged capable of holding about a carload of 
1,500 bushels. The contents of each car are 
uploaded directly into the hopper in about six 
minutes, the whole five being emptied at one 
and the same time. In the case of oats the 
time averages somewhat longer. As soon as 
the car is unloaded, an attachment to which a 
flag is arranged notifies the deputy weighing 
inspector on the floor below of the fact, who 
takes the weight from the scales of which the 
hopper forms a part. This being concluded, a 
lever draws the slide from an opening in the 
centre of the hopper, and the grain passes 
through a large funnel which extends directly 
into the body of the Eastern freight cars that 
stand on the ground track below. The same 
process follows with the five cars on the other 
track as soon as the grain has passed from the 


ately drawn out anu their places 
supplied by others. In order to secure 
the utmost accuracy the scales are built on 
stone foundations, and are thus rendered se- 
cure from settiing, making it almost impos- 
sible for them to get out of line. In order to 
guard against auy variations produced by 
climatic causes the scales are carefully adjust- 
ed by the inspector every morning. The mech- 
anism is a very simple one, and presents cer- 
tain features whose superior advantages must 
be apparent to the most inexperienced. The 
average number of cars unloaded an hour is 
about fifteen, which shows a decided gain in 
time over the oid way of shoveling from one 
carto another. The arrangement of the ap- 
paratus issuch that there is but little or no 
waste; and, last of all, being inclosed, the in- 
clemency of the weather at any season cannot 
interfere with the operation. 

An important consideration of this new sys- 
tem is its cheapness, the charge for weighing 
being only 70 cents per car. This circum- 
+ Stance is likely to have a strong influence in 
its relation to the subject of terminal charges. 
The statistics taken from the report of the 
Kaiiroad ang Warehouse Commissioners for 
the crop year ot 1884 shows that more than 
one-half of the grain sold was by sample, the 
remainder being from the elevators. It is 
claimed that the proportion in favor of sample 
sales will be materially increased durmg the 
present year, inasmuch as the hopper-scale 
system gives as accurate a degree of weights 
as 13 obtained from the eievators, and the facili- 
ties for transacting a large volume of business 
are equal in other respects.

CHEYENNE, Wyo., Sept. 7.—The Sheriff of 
Sweetwater County bas arrested ‘twenty-two 
supposed leaders of the Rock Springs riot, 
including Isaiah Whitehouse, a member-elect 
of the Legislature. They were taken to Green 
River County, Utah, and jailed, and will have 
a preliminary hearing tomorrow. More arrest¢ 
will foliow shortly. 

The charges against the prisoners are mur- 
der, arson, rioting, and robbery. ‘The ruins of 
Chinatown have not yet been searched, and no 
more dead bodies have as yet been discovered. 
It is estimated now that the number killed wil. 
be about fifty, including severai that died of 
wounds in the surrounding hills. 

All the Chinamen at work in the Aimy Coal- 
Mines, near Evanston, numbering 400, have 
been taken to the latter place under escort of 
United States troops. A Gatling gun was sent 
from hereto Evanston yesterday. The militia, 
under command of Col. Anderson of the Ninth 
United States Infantry, are stationed at Rock 
Springs, Evanston, and Almy, guarding the 
company’s property. No turther trouble is 
apprehended. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 7.—The latest in- 
telligence received at the War Department 
from the scene of the recent disturbances in 
Wyoming is a dispatch from Gen. Schofield to 
Gen. Drum, dated yesterday, as follows: 

* There is no report of further trouble since 
the troops went to the scene of disturbance. 
None is likely to occur in the presence of 
troops. Ido not see now any necessity for 
further instructions being given.” 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 7.—Mr. Chin Chi 


Yung, Secretary of the Chinese Legation, 
speaking for the Chinese Minister, said to a 
reporter tonight that nothing would be done 
by the representative of the Chinese Govern- 
ment here in the matter of the recent massa- 
cre of Chinese at Rock Springs, Wyo., 
until a report of tne occurrence had 
been received from the Chinese Consul 
at San Francisco. When such a report was re- 
ceived, he said, the question of bringing the 
case to the attention of this Government would 
be considered.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., Sept. 7.—[Special.}]— 
In the United States Circuit Court today Judge 
Krekel delivered a charge to the grand jury 
bearing upon the question of strikes and boy- 
éGotting and defining the limits to which these 
engines of labor warfare may be carried with- 
out coming in conflict with United States laws 
relating to conspiracy and interfering with the 
United States mail. This portion of the charge 
is as follows: 

A postal or other railroad car in which mail mat- 
ter is conveyed falis within the meaning of car- 
riage as used in the act of Congress. Our mails 
are mostly carried by railroads, and the Govern- 
ment enters into contracts with them for that 
purpose. These railroads employ large numbers 
of men and considerable machinery to carry on their 
business, including the carrying of mail matter. 
Strikes occur on these roads, often seriously inter- 
fering with the carrying of mails. Employés of 
railroads engaged on trains carrying mail matter 
may at proper times quit work, and 
if in consequence of their doing 80 the 
mails are delayed they do not thereby 
commit an offense against the laws of the United 
States. Strikers may induce their co-laborers en- 
gaged on mail-trains to join them, under the lim- 
itation stated, without committing an offense 
against the postal laws, though the conse- 


‘quences be the obstruction or retarding of 


the mail. But employés of railroaas, as 
well as other persons, cannot improperly interfere 
with the instrumentality usually employed and 
necessary to the conveyance of mails, be it car- 
riers or machinery, without laying themselves lia- 
ble; nor is it any excuse that the men or machin- 
ery used in carrying the mails ts at the 
same time employed for other purposes. 
Mails could not be carried at the rates they 
are, if specia) trains and instrumentalities have to 
be provided to compel such employment by direct 
or indirect means. It would seriously interfere 
with our mail facilities. A system and name foreign 
to our institutions and language, known in ire- 
land as boycotting,“ have sought to be introduced 
among us as a means of compelling concessions 
in matters of conflicting interests. Combinations 
of the kind are not unlawful so long as their ex- 
clusive purpose is to foster the interests of its own 
members. But if the object of the combination is 
or embraces objects, the necessary effect of which 
is inter fering with others’ rights, the combination 
becomes a conspiracy and may be dealt with as 
such. 


-WABASH ADJUSTS ITS TROUBLES WITH EM- 


PLOYES. 

St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 7.—Messrs. Powderly 
and Turner held another conference this aft- 
ernoon with General-Manager Talmage ot the 
Wabash Railroad and presented their request 
as outlined in these dispatches last night. The 
request was not made in written form, but 
presented in the course of a conversation, and 
was accepted arid agreed to by Col. Talmage, 
and the iatter gentieman dictated in the pres- 
ence of Powderly and Turner the following 
order, which was at once telegraphed to the 
Superintendent of motive power and machin- 
ery and the Superintendent of the car depart- 
ment of the Wabash Road, with directions to 
instruct their subordinate officers accordingly: 

In filling vacancies caused by the discharge ot 
men for incompetency, or by their leaving we 
service, give the old men the preference over 
strangers or new men, asking no questions as to 
whether they belong to the Knights of Labor or 
any other organization. 

This is understood to have been entirely sat- 
isfactory to Messrs. Powderly and Turner, and 
the belief now is that an actual settlement of 
the trouble has been reached and that official 
notification will be promulgated to the order 
to that effect.

SUDDEN DEATH OF A PROMINENT AND AGED 
CITIZEN OF NEW YORK—OTHER DEATHS. 
ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 7.—([{Special.|—Judge 

George W. Clinton, Vice-Chancellor of the 


State Board of Regents, was found dead in the 


‘Rural Cemetery at 4 p.m. A West Troy un- 
dertaker returning from a burial was met by a 
small boy, who ran towards him shouting: 
“There is a man dead down there.“ Foliow- 
ing the direction pointed out he discovered 
about a quarter of a mile from the 
road the bent form of an old man, tall and 
slender, with white hair, and attired in a suit 
of fine black broadcloth. He was doubled over 
with his head resting on his knees, and life 
was extinct. The ciew to his identity was 
furnished by a diary containing the name 
„George W. Clinton,” anc telephonic inquiry 
with the city confirmed the belief that it 
was the body of the venerable Vice-Chan- 
cellor. He only returned with his wite 
from his vacation at Lebanon Springs a few 
days ago. At 2 o’clock this afternoon he 
started from his boarding-house in good health 
and spirits for a botanical excursion in the 
country. Of late he hag manifested great in- 
terest in the study of botany, and has pursued 
his investigations directly with Nature, 
making frequent’ trips into the surround- - 
ing country. He often visited the 
cemetery for this purpose. Stopping 
at the lodge there toes - aftereoon 
afew minutes to rest. he went rambling off 
through the shaded paths. He was evidently 
stricken in the midst ot His labors, for bis 
opened pocket-knife ana several herbs and 
roots were found beside bim and in his pock- 
ets. There were no marks of a fall, and his 
calm expression indicated that he died with- 
out pain, Two or three years ago he had a 
slight stroke of paralysis and his sudden death 
is attributed to apoplexy. 

{Judge Clinton, who was 78 years of age, was an 
honored representative of one of the most dis- 
tinguished families of New York State. His 
father was Gov. De Witt Clinton, the builder of the 
Erie Canal. His grandfather was Gen. James Clin- 
ton of Revolutionary fame, and his great-uncie 
was Vice-President George Clinton. Judge Clin- 
ton spent the greater part of his life in Buffalo, 
where he was Collector of Customs, Mayor, and 
Judge of the Superior Court, holding the latter 
position twenty-three years. He removed to Al- 
bany two or three years ago to edit the valuable 
manuscript papers of George Clinton in the State 
Library.]

CHICAGO FLOWER MISSION. 
In the heart of this busy city, whilst her 


Flower Mission, no such appeal is made; but 
simply that the knowledge of its work should 


be more widely spread in order to induce more 
women to sacrifice an hour or two to lighten 
the burdens of those who are now bravely 
striving to carry a ray of sunshine and beauty 
from the outer worid into the sick chamber and 
the hospital wards. Beginning in May, flowers 
are received every Wednesday morning in the 
Athensum Builaing, No. 50 Dearborn street. 
These are made into vouquets by voluntary 
women-workers and distributed at the hospit- 
als of all religious denominations to the sever- 
al patients. This season an average of 576 
bouquets bas been made up every week and 
so distributed, besides loose flowers that could 
not be for want of help. Flowers 
are coming in in still greater profusion, and to 
relieve the pressure upon the women who have 
so faithfally given their energies to this work 
an appéal is made for more volunteers.

a? DEATHS IN AUGUST. 

NEABLY 50 PER CENT OF THE DEATHS DUE TO 
ZYMOTIC DISEASES. 

The mortality report for, August shows 4 to- 
tal ot 1,188 deaths, against 1,224 for August, 
1884, and 1,103 for August, 1883. This is equal 
to an annual death rate of 22.62 per 1,000 pop- 
ulation; Of the deaths 32 were due to accident, 
2 were caused by murder, and 5 by suicide, 
makmg a total of 89 deatus by violence. The 
zymotic diseases caused 533 deaths, almost 50 
per cent of the entire number. The following 


table shows the mortality and the percentage 
caused by zy motic diseases by wards: 
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The total deaths of children under 5 years 
were 742, and of these 524 were under 1 
year of age. This is an average of 62 per 
cent of deaths under 6 years on the en- 
tire mortality, and there is no very strong vari- 
ations from this in tne several warde. No case 
of small-pox occurred, but 285 cases of death 
are ascribed to diarrheal diseases, 18 to scariet- 
fever. 45 to diphtheria, 7 to measies, and 67 to 
typboid-fever. There were 82 deaths from 
consumption, 42 from acute lung diseases, in- 
viuding 22 cases of pneumonia. Of foreign 
countries Germany contributed 128, Ire- 
land 73, Canada 10, England 23, and 
other foreign countries 94 to the num- 
ber of victims of the grim destroyer. 
Last week’s mortality amounted to 272, an in- 
crease of 34 over the preceding week, and in- 
dicating an annual death rate of 22.45. Of the 
deaths 112 were caused by zymotic diseases, 
including 23 cases of cholera-infantum, 9 of 
diarrhea, 18 of diphtneria, 8 of scarilet-fever, 
and 12 of typhoid-fever. There were also 22 
deathe of consumption and 5 of pneumonia. 
Violence caused 10 deaths, including 7 from ac- 
cidents, 2 murders, and 1 suicide.

MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets were rather quiet 
yesterday, and averaged firmer. The possibility of 
prolonged trouble between Germany and Spain was 
supposed to be the principal cause of the strength 
noted in wheat, and other things sympathized when 
there was no good reason to the contrary. Outside 
of this the floor was destitute of incident ur pews 
of importance, the day being about as tame as any 
that has been known in a long while on 'Change. 

Provisions were firmer. There was very little 
life in the trade, but ribs were strong because un- 
derstood to be held up by a leading house, with 
liberal shipments made for the express purpose of 
sustaining prices, and other product improved in 
company, ali easing off when hogs were quoted 100 
lower at the Stock*Yards. The falling back was 
marked by free offerings of ribs, Raymond selling 
one lot of 500,000 ibs to Clifton, and offering other 
lots of 100,000 Ibs. Ribs sold 5e higher, at $6.00 
for October, and receded to about $5.90. bid at the 
close, with a shade leas for September. Pork sold 
100 higher, at 8.926 for October, and fell back 
to $8.80 "bid at the close, with about 50 discount 
for this month and November. January pork 
was very quiet at $9.573¢@9.60. Lard sold be higher, 
at $6.80 for October. and closed at $6.25 bid, with a 
shade less for this month, and November at about 
de discount. There was a fair shipping inquiry for 
lard end meats, but the sales on Change were only 
moderate in volume. 

Flour was dull but steadier. There was a little 
inquiry for shipment to Canada and a light local 
trade. European business was inactive. 

Wheat showed a decided change in tone, though 
not in active demand, Our receipts were larger 
and the British markets were called quiet, but the 
war-cloud in the Vid World caused a little flurry of 
strength early, with Fleming- Boyden in the lead as 
buyers and Adams the principal seller. It fell back 
on the circulation of estimates that the visible sup- 


. ply would show an increase of about a million 


bushels, and improved when others figured it out 
as probable that the increase is a small one. 
Towards 1 o’clock there was further strength on 
the rumor of contracts to move out large quanti- 
ties by rail, and it disappeared when that rumor 
was contradicted. The principal feature of the 
Gay's trading was the absence of outside orders, 
and very little iocai long wheat on sale.

A New York dispatch of yesterday said that 
Woerishoeffer had *‘ thrown up the sponge on the 
wheat deal, and was delivering out his holdings to 
those who had bought them last week, Who can 
say that the market is not about to justify his faith, 
now that he has ceased to’ hope? 

Some good men in the trade express the opinion 
that our wheat has gold to England as low as it is 
likely to sell on this crop, as even if prices should 
go lower here the fact may be more than compen- 
sated by higher freight rates. Ocean rates were 
quoted stronger yesterday. Probably this was the 
reason why only a small export business was re- 
ported by New York. Some parties there noted 4 
fair export inquiry, but said ocean room was 
scarce. It is possible that one vessel cargo was 
worked here, though the fact was not reported. 
The rumors of rail engagéments lacked confirma- 
tion. ' 

St. Louis is gaid to have a better demand for 
flour to go to the South and Southwest. About

Lender Cole Enjoined from Fore- 
closing a Mortgage. : 


7 A bill was filed yesterday in tne Superior Court 


by William Ristow against the Ristow Manufact- 
uring Company and others. The complainant 
alleges that he is a carpenter by trade, and before 
the year 1883 was profitably engaged in 
facture of sashes, doors, and In 1883 he 
became acquainted with William Baumer. who in- 
duced him to form a partnership under the name 
of William Histow & Co., representing himself as 
the owner of patented machinery ‘worth over $7,012. 
In April, 1884, the company was incorporated, with 
a capital stock ot $25,000, divided into 250 sbares. 
Ristow says the understanding was that he was to 
have a majority of the stock. E. E. Glomer, for- 
merly Baumer’s bookkeeper, was one of the incor~ 
porators. Ristow, placing his confidence in his as~- 
sociates, paid in the fuli amougt of $12,800 for 128 
shares subscribea by him, and Glomer, who took 
twenty-four shares, paid only 61.000. Baumer, 
who was to have taken the rest, avoided cash pay- 
ments. The three incorporators elected themselves 
officers and directors, and carried on the business 
until January, 1885, when Baumer claimed thas 
there was a net profit of $7,000, and urged a divi- 
dend of 25 per cent. Afterwards Ristow found 
that he was credited upon the books with only 124 
shares, being less than a majority. He says he 
believes that the books were altered, and that 
Baumer frequently forged his name. Baumer and 
Slomer afterwards voted Ristow $400 for the four 
shares he found lacking, but this did not give him 
the power he thought himself entitied to. Vari- 
ous action was taken by them against Ristow’s 
wishes, and the business began to run down, 
Ristow says he was afterwards refused permis- 
sion to inspect the books, and, when he brought 
an attorney to assist him in doing s0, was knocked 
down and threatened with further violence. By 
Aug. 1, 1885, the complainant says the liabilities 


bad reached $18,982, and there was only $347 in the 


treasury, with other assets far less than the lia- 
‘Dilities. It is. charged that the entire enterprise 
was a fraudulent plan to deceive and fleece Ristow. 
who was unacquainted with the methods of busi- 
ness, or the value of machinery. He. accordingly 
demands a thorough accounting, and asks that the 
alleged corporation may be declared to have been 
ab initio void and to have amounted only to a eu- 
partnership, together with such further relief as 
may seem reasonable and right.

Curcaao, Sept., 7. [Editor of The Tribune. 1—

Americans, 
amid their new and large political 
liberty, ought to make great allowances. when 
considering any national or political matters 
on the other side of the Atiautic. Those who 
have lived in America and European countries 
see a great difference here. Under your elec- 
tion laws the people elect their Government, 
and the country enjoys much liberty. has great 
dignity—and justly.co—but not much venera- 
tion for things ancient or trom any of the old 
countries (I speak of politics). Hence every 
abuse of any of the old countries is listened 
to, and never answered or explanation offered. 
It is not any one’s business, so the facts as- 


} serted remain, and, more frequently than not, 


leave a wrong impression. The other day, at 
the large meeting of Ireland’s friends in this 
city, one speaker asserted, Ireland had its 
manufactures, its minerals,“ ete. To say that 
these do not exist would. be to tell a lie; but to 
leave the impression that they do exist in sufli- 
cient quantity to empioy the nation is also a 
lie. They are there in a little degree (I wish 
they were more in quantity), and their little- 
ness can be taken as a very good illustration of 
how correct are a good many other facts 
named as grievances. It is my deliberate opin- 
ion that the causes of Ireland’s troubles are 
the soil (on surface and below), the people, re- 
ligion, and America. As I stated in the mt 
part of this letter I do not aspire to be a parti- 
san, and much less wish to give offense to any 
one, HIRERNIAN.

One Expert Assigns as the Reason a 
Lack of Electricity in the At- 
mosphere, — 


Davenport (La.) Democrat, Sept. 5:. GO 
prospect for honey this fall?“ was the question 
addressed to Mr. J. J. Nagie, one of the most 
prominent apiarists in experience and number 


of colonies of bees in Scott County, as the gen- 


teman was met at the post-office this forenoon. 

Very poor, lam sorry to say. There will 
be the lightest yieid of honey this section has 
known in recent years—I mean since bee-keep- 
ing has been engaged in extensively, for you 
know that it is only within ten or twelve years 
that bees were kept elsewhere than on farms 
and as incideni to farming in this portion of 


the West—and the reward of the apiarist will 


ve light indeed this year—not honey enough to 
compensate for the care and trouble of main- 


‘taining colonies extensively.” 


NO FAULT OF THE BEES. 

„How do you account for this strange fail- 
ure. No fault of the bees, was it?” 

No sir—O, no. The failure is in a secret of 
Nature which bas not been divulged as yet. In 
some years flowers secrete no boney; they may 
be abundant in every variety, and yet the bees 
will explore them in vain for sweets. They 
may perfume the air about them, lade the air 
heavily with odors, and yield little or nothing 
for the bee. This year there were many 
flowers—spring flowers; summer flowers were 
abundant in all varieties of wild and cuitivated 
Hora, and many of us believed it would be a 
good year for honey; but the bees found only 
enough sweets for their own uses. At the 
opening of the clover season the bees gathered a 
good deal of honey, but before long the clover- 
blossoms were found to be ‘almost destitute of 


gweets.”’ 

“Do you know ot any reason for this phase 
of the honey failuré?” 

LACK OF ELECTRICITY. 

„There is another mystery. I have consider- 
ed the question you ask a good deal; it has 
arisen in my own mind many a time. I have 
dome to the conclusion that the reason is in the 
lack of electricity in the air, ordinarily. Elec- 
trieity has a deal to do with the storing of 
sweets in Nature's laboratory. Of course I do 
not mean the electricity that flashes in the 
¢louds or takes the form of ligbtning-bolts, but 


“an invisible, all-pervading, and generally quiet 
| @lectric element in the atmosphere, which has 


something to do with the storing of honey-dew 
for the bees. I have noticed many a time that 


Just before athunder-storm gathers the bees 


Will de very active in fligbt and will gather 
ney very fast. These observations take me 
the conclusion that I have reached concern- 

ing electricity in the. production of sweets in 

the flowers.“ 

„ Well, but the boney-gathering season ends 
for the bee from the first to the middie of Sep- 
tember, doesn’t it? And what will the bees do 
themselves for their necessary stores through 
the fall, winter, and spring?” 

THE GREAT FAILURE IN YIELD. 

„% You must remember that the bees gather 
enough honey for themselv that is the case 
this year; they have stored enough for their 
own use, but have very little surplus for the 
producers. Why, I can show you how itis. I 
have 130 to 140 colonies of bees, and if it had 
been a good honey season they would have 
yielded me 10,000 pounds of honey, I had 10,- 
000 pounds in 82, 3,000 pounds in 83, and 3,000 
pounds last year. But this year I have only 
three hundred pounds.so fur. You see there is 
a great failure in yiela. Then, besides, it is not 
generally known that Scott County lost half its 
bees—yes, more than baif—last winter, through 
the long spell ot extreme cold. But that isn’t 
it; there would have been boney trough if the 
flowers had yielded it. Why, there are 1,000 
colonies of bees in the county, and all the 
apiarists are in the same boat. 1 have taiked 
with, or heard from, Mr. Wright of Pleasant 
Valley, Mr. Gast of Le Claire, Mr. Dibbern of 
Miian, Mr. Goos of Davenport, and Mr. Me- 
Cage of Jersey Ridge—probably the largest 
bee-keepers in this region—and all report the 
same failure of the héney orop. 

FAILURE NEARLY EVERYWHERE. 

„Well, I suppose we. must import our honey 
this fall, chen. 

„But the failure 10 not confined to this re- 
gion. There is failure nearly everywhere. The 
same complaint comes from California. There 
is one corner in Indiana and a section of Cen- 
tral Texas in which, there is a good yield of 
honey this year. But in Kentucky, Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois, Iowa, and California—States 
which produce the most honey—there is failure 
as u rule.“ 

Out in Cleona Township lives Henry Wein- 
bardt, who keeps thirty to forty colonies of 
bees. The reporter met him in the court-house 
at noon as he was leaving the County Auditor's 
office. *“* How are times in Cleona?’’ tho sturdy 
farmer was asked. 

* Good—plenty of everything; and we are 
coming out all right in corn, too, was the re- 


ply. ? 
Plenty of honey, too, I suppose?“ queried 
the reporter. 


* No, I forgot about honey—there’s a poor 


yield of honey.” 
GRASSHOPPERS THE CAUSE. 

„% What do you think is the cause of it?“ 

„Grasshoppers!“ was the quick reply. 1 
knew as carly as—it was in June, I beilevye— 
that there wouldn’t be much honey this year, 
when I saw what immense numbers of little 
‘hoppers there were in my claver. Yes, it was 
as early as that. When grasshoppers are thick 
they spoil the honey prospects. 

“Why, Mr. Weinbardt, how do you know 
that?“ 

“Why, that’s what we always believed in the 
old country, and it was always so there. Don't 
you know, the grasshoppers have been increas- 
ing here every year for three or four years, 
and every year we bave had less honey? . This 
year the country has swarmed with grasshbop- 
pers, and the bees couldn’t gather honey. The 
grasshoppers gathered the honey-dew; or, if 
they didn’t do that, they sucked the juices 
from the stalks ot biossoms so that they 
weren’t deposited in the flowers. It is a fact, 
I tell you, and -nothing to laugh at! In 
South Germany it was always the case. My 
father kept bees, and he often said the bees 
wouldn’t do much when grassboppers were 
thick. A bee won't touch a flower a grass- 
hopper has been on; it can tell somehow as 
goon as it gets near such a flower. There's an 
odor from the stuff the hopper leaves on every- 
thing it lights on that the bees don’t like. 
That's news to you? Well, it isn’t news to me. 
And, you mark it, if the "hoppers increase over 
the numbers of this year in the same ratio that 
they have increased the last few years there 
won't be enough honey in the fail of 86 for 
the bees themselves—let alone any surplus for 
the human family—in these parts.”
